ALLEGED RUSSIAN REPLY 
CONCEDES JAP DEMANDS 
Wasnington, January 29.—The Associ- 
ated Press has the agthority of the Brit- 
ish ambassador at St. Petersburg of the 
announcement that the Russian reply to 
Japan is favorable, although no further 
details are obtainable. It is assumed 
that if the notification of the ambassador 
is correct that Russia has made certain 
concessions and that Great Britain will 
prevail on Japan to accept them as sat- 
isfactory. The statement of the ambas- 
sador went from St. Petersburg to the 
British legation in London, where it was 
cabled to the state department, the ca- 
blégram arriving over night. 


PEACE OR WAR DEPENDS 
ON ATTITUDE OF JAPAN 

St. Petersburg, January 29.—The au- 
thorities here now say that the Russian 
reply to Japan will not be transmitted 
until next week. 

It is gaid that the delay was nécessi- 
tated in consequence of the extreme care 
taken in drafting the document. Viceroy 
Alexieff’'s views are also awaited before 
its transmission to the czar. 

Tt is fully realized here that the for- 
warding of.the answer will mark an- 
other critical stage in the negotiations, 
everything depending on Japan's atti- 
tude. It is feared that despite pacific 
influences the hands of the authorities 
may be forced on account of the excite- 
ment of the press and people. 

A high official said: 

“Of course we cannot prevent war. 
Russia wil] do her utmost to offer Japan 
a basis for a durable peace, but there 
are limits beyond which we cannot go. 
In Korea we grant practically every- 
thing and in Manchuria we already rec- 
ognize all the treaty rights of Japan and 
all the others. Should Japan reject our 
conciliatory propositions, the world must 
place the responsibility upon Japan.’’ 


CHINESE BEING INCITED 
TO RESIST THE RUSSIANS 
London, January 29.—Placards inciting 
the populace to rise and resist foreign 
aggression are being busily circulated in 
the province of Hunan, China, according 
to The Globe’s Shanghai correspondent. 
The placards prédict the establishment of 
a foreign viceroyalty over Hunan similar 
to that of Manchuria. The correspon- 
dent says the movement possibly por- 
tends a national outbreak. He adds that 
there have been numerous withdrawals of 
deposits both from the native and for- 
eign banks at Shanghai, indicating belief 
in coming trouble, and says the unpre- 
cedented stagnation in ‘trade is partly 
owing to the Chinese New Year holidays 
and partly to apprehension of impending 
troubles. 


JAPAN WILL NOT FORTIFY 
THE STRAITS OF KOREA 
Paris, January 29.—It is understood that

The officials here are gratified at an 
apparently authoritative statement thmt 
Japan does not intend to fortify the 
straits of Korea. They say it will re- 
move one of the main obstacles as the 
most recent negotiations showed that 
Russia was unalterably opposed to the 
creation of any condition in Korea which 
will lead to closing that outlet of the 
sea of Japan. A strong intimation has 
been made that the maritime nations of 
Europe. and the United States woukl have 
taken up the question unless this delcar- 
ation had been made. 

WORLD COUNCIL FAVORED 
FOR RUSSIA AND JAPAN 

London, January 30.—The Statist today 
in a long article on the Russo-Japanese 
situation, makes a suggestion for the 
solution of the difficulty which seems to 
meet the claims and contentions of both 
Russia and Japan. 

After commenting on the advantages 
of the Chino-American treaty which, it 
Says, if carried out, would assure an 
open door in Manchuria for the rest of 
the. world, The Statist continues as. fol- 
lows: 

“When Russia was at the gates of 
Constantinople and practically had dic. 
tated peace to Turkey, Great Britain in- 
terfered and the result was the Berlin 
congress, Is there any good reason why 
the world should wait for the conclusion 
of war to.summon a similar council? 

“Would it not be more statesmanlike, 
and certainly more humane, to summon 
such a council now in order to prevent 
war? Would it not be possible for the 
Russian government to sell its railways 
in Chinese territory to an international 
syndicate, all the powers guaranteeing 
the safety and the interests of this svn- 
dicate? In that way, it seems to us. the 
real rights of Russia in Manchuria 
would be safeguarded, while the appre- 
hensions entertasned by Japan that Rus- 
sian extension threateng her very exist- 
ence, would be permanently removed.” 


MOBILIZATION CAUSING 
GREAT LOSS TO JAPAN 

St. Petersburg, January 29—An  ad- 
miral who is influential In the councils 
of the empire today sald to the Associated 
Press: 

“The enormous loss which the com- 
merce of Japan is sustaining as a result 
of the mobilization of steamships for 
transport service prabably accounts for 
the impatience the Japanese are display- 
ing over the delay in the Russian reply, 
but this reply will go.to Tokio next week. 
It will be concillatory and I do not fore- 
see other than a peaceful settlement, al- 
though it is difficult to feel certain In 
this respect because of the erratic course 
of the Japanese government during the 
latter stages of the negotiations. Japan 
has increased her demands while the 
negoflations were still in progress by 
insisting upon treaty recognition of Chin- 
ese sovereignty in Manchuria, therefore 
why comply with a demand that is tanta- 
mount to a humiliating reiteration of a 
former voluntary declaration? 

“It ig undeniable that the attitude of 
Japan is causing irration in St. Pe- 
tersburg, and that a feeling of impatience 
is growing throughout Russia. It is 
hard to account for Japan's persistent 
aggressiveness, but this must be attribut- 
able to the incendiary influence of the 
Japanese press, which is acting under a 
foreign inspiration. 

“Should Japan proceed to hostilities her 
first objective probably would be the 
cutting of the Siberian railroad, for which 
purpose she would land troops in Korea. 
She could not, however. land more than 
160,000 men and Russia has an equal 
number of men in Manchuria to meet 
this attack, which, I think, would be 
quickly repulsed. I do not believe in a 
naval war; the Russian warships would 
make it impossible for the Japanese to 
endanger Port Arthur. But let me re- 
peat, war is improbable.”

The provision authorizing the president 
to consolidate revenue collection districts 
and to subdivide states for collection 
purposes, went out on a point «of order 
as being new legislation. 

Destitute Indians of Alaska. 

When the paragraph providing for the 
destitute Indians of Alaska was reached 
Mr. Cowherd, of Missouri, called atten- 
tion to the deplorable condition of the 
natives of Alaska, which he declared to 
exist. He said the people of this coun- 
try have gone in there in search of gold 
and have changed conditions surrounding 
the natives. Game laws have been 
passed, he said, even to protect the fe- 
rocious bear while the native is left to 
die of starvation. The Alaskan Indian, 
he said, is the only Indian that has 
never raised a hand against the white 
man. Legislation should be enacted to 
preserve the Indian instead of the game, 
he added. 

On motion of Mr. Mondell, of Wyoming, 
the appropriation for the expenses of 
the district land offices was increased 
from $35,000 to $50,000 on account of 
the increasing volume of business. Be- 
fore its adOption, Mr. Robinson, of In- 
diana, inquired if the increase was not 
because of the land frauds. 

Mr. Mondell replied that he did not 
think so. 

Mr. Robingon: ‘It is a faet, is it not, 
that many millions of acres have been 
fraudulently entered in the last year 
or two?” 

Mr. Mondell: “I do not believe that is 
true. I believe that nine-tenths of the 
statements of fraud that have been made 
have been made by people who had a 
purpose in making that statement, and 
did it to serve their own personal ends, 
and that they are largely paid agents 
of the trans-continental railways, who 
would like to have all the public land 
laws repealed in order that the thirty or 
forty million acres which they own will 
find a better market.”’ 

Fraudulent Land Entries. 

Mr. Robinson asked if it was denied 
that millions of acres had gone astray 
by reason of fraudulent land entries. 

Mr. Mondell: “I have lived in a state 
where 85 per cent of the land jg still 
public land, and I will say to the gen- 
tleman tha¢ so far as My personal knowl- 
edge is concerned, and I Nave taken some 
pains to investigate, my opinion is that 
in this year of grace there is less fraud 
in connection with public lands in the 
United States In proportion to the acres 
than there ever was before.”’ 

Mr. Robinson: ‘‘But the gentleman fs 
not oblivious of the fact and he has evi- 
dently read the current public views, 
which state that the secretary of the 
interior has repeatedly stated that there 
is a great amount of fraudulent land 
entries out in the western country, has 
he not?” 

Mr. Mondell: ‘“‘The gentleman hag not 
carefully read the secretary's report. The 
gentleman probably read the trans-con- 
tinental edition of the s€cretary’s sugges- 
tions.”’

The gunboat 
turned her searchlight on the canoes and 
it wag revealed that the boats held as 
many Indiang as could crowd in, prob- 
ably 200 in all.

Their faces were besmeared with paint. 
There is no doubt their intentions were 
hostile. They hoped to reach and sur- 
prise the ship.

UF ALL DIFFERENCES 


Bacon Thinks That Unless Colombia 
Is Satisfied, American Inter- 
ests in Panama Will Be 
Menaced—Strong Ap- 
peal to Senate. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, January 29.—(Spectal.j—A 
Strong and able argument by Senator 
Bacon in support of his resolution pro- 
viding for the adjustment of the 4iffter- 
ences befween Colombia and the United 
States was the feature of today’s session 
of the senate. Senator Bacon spoke for 
about three hours, during which time he 
was given the attention by 4a 
crowded senate, his argument apparently 
appealing strongly to many on the ma- 
jority side of the chamber as well as to 
his democratic associates. 

He prefaced his argument by saying 
he recognized two facts, that the Panam 
revolution was an accomplished fact and 
that the canal is going to be byllt by 
this government and Dbullt at Panama. 
These things being true, he contended 
that it fs of the highest importance, ‘n 
view of the vast outlay of money by 
the United States involved, that every- 
thing necessary should be done to bring 
about a state of peace not only upon the 
isthmus, but throughout Panama and 
upon its borders, and to prevent the 
unfriendliness of the Colomblans whwu 
might otherwise be not only a constant 
source of unpleasantness, but a_ real 
menace to the large American interests. 


Colombia Has a Grievance. 

Senator Bacon made it clear that he 
disclaimed any right of Colombia to quvs- 
tion this government's recognition of 
Panama, but there was a direct tssue be- 
tween the two governments entirely tr- 
respective of this. Denying, for the sake 
of argument, everything that Colombia 
contends for and conceding that every- 
thing for which this country contends is 
right, there still remains the fact, Sen- 
ator Bacon said, that Colombla has a 
grievance against the United States based 
on the contention that a treaty had been 
violated. He contended that it is the 
duty of this government to take the 
necessary steps toward the settlement 
of this difference. Unless this is dons 
the sores might be kept open for de- 
cades to the injury of both parties. 

The two governments should endeavor 
to reach an agreement if they could, and 
if they found they could not, then ttrefr 
differences should be submitted to arbl- 
tration. It should be the policy of the 
government to make friends, certainly 
it has always been the policy of this gov- 
ernment to keep on friendly terms with 
other nations, even those which are 
weaker, and the people of the United 
States will join in a demand for such a 
settlement. 

As a practical proposition Senator Bacon 
contended it. would be much cheaper to 
purchase what might be calleq Colom- 
bia’s quit claim to Panama than to have 
to keep a large force of troops in Panama 
to protect the property of governmen?®, 
which could only be done at a@ large ex- 
penditure of lives and money iff the Co- 
lombians, though comparatively weak, 
remain aggressively unfriendly. He had 
seen in the press statements that Colom- 
bia would be pacified or satisfied by the 
expenditure of $10,000,000 by this gov- 
ernment in the building of a rallroad 
connecting Bogota with the canal. He 
did not know how much truth there 
might be in the report, but he thought 
steps looking to an amicable settlement 
should be taken by the United States, 
and for that purpose he pressed for the 
adoption of his resolution looking to ar- 
bitration if no settlement can be reached. 

Senator Bacon contended that the 
measure is in direct accord with the 
policy of this government to avoid con- 
flict whenever if is possjble to do so and 
quoted many authorities in support of 
this statement. 

The Question of Arbitration. 

Much of Senator Bacon's discourse was 
devoted to presenting the question of ar- 
bitration for the settlement of inter- 
national disputes and he quoted meny 
eminent Americans of the past in sup- 
port of that. policy. He reached the con- 
clusion that the people of the United 
States were thoroughly committed to a 
policy of concession to avoid war in all 
proper cases and he contended that in the 
present instance the United States could 
not afford to violate the well established 
rule. 

He said we should first proceed. by con- 
ciliatory advances toward Colombia and 
in case our proffér should not be fa- 
vorably received, then the entire maat-~- 
ter should be submitted to arbitration. 

He said even if we assumed that all 
of the representations of the United 
States were true and al] those of Co- 
lombia false, still there was an issue and 
the proper way to settle it was the way 
of peace and conciliatioi. He did not 
contend that our right to recognize Pana- 
ma should be arbitrated, but he did hold 
that a question for arbitration was pre- 
sented in the differences that have arisen 
over the construction of the treaty of 
1846. All he wanted was that we should 
approach the Colombian government in 4 
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closest 
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proper spirit and not treat.that country 
in a haughty and defiant manner’ 
Speaking of the proposition to tender 
thesg offices 6f the United States 
looking to a settlement of the controversy 


between Colombia and Panama Mr, Ba- |

Would be inadequate because it would 
mot take into account Colombia's dif- 
ferences with the United States. In this 
connection he reiterated his conviction 
that the Panama revolution was an ac-

that “‘there is no more important duty 


than to remove whatever source of fric- 
‘tien there may be.”

Conatitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., January 29.—(Special.)—Af- 
ter tomorrow Macon washerwomen will 
be tagged. In fact, their badges résem- 
ble those kept on hand for the city’s 
canines, but they are not so expénsive. 
The exact price which will be assessed 
the washboard artists has not yet been 
determined, but it will probably be 60 
cents per ‘badge. 

This innovation is the résult of a meet- 
ing “of the board of health held some 
weeks ago, when the matter was thor- 
oughly discussed, and it is not for the 
purpose of revenue, but the plan was 
inaugurated as a matter of precafition. 

At that time it was said many com- 
plaints had been récelved at police head- 
quarters about missing washerwomen and 
missing clothes, but the main reason for 
the step was that each négro woman 
making @ practice of washing clothes 
could be listed. It was shown that in 
many cases clothes were washed undér 
conditions not at all conducive to good 
health, and the originators of the plan 
argue that with the address of each laun- 
dress known to the sanitary inspectors 
an investigation of these houses might 
be made regularly. 

Under the new plan when clothes are 
missed the victim will report the number 
of the washerwoman at the central de- 
tective office and the rest will be easy. 
In the past the majority of those losing 
clotheg knew nothing more than the first 
name of the missing laundress and her 
place of abode, too, was unknown.

Immediately after the bond of the de« 
fendant had been fixed, Assistant United 
States District Attorney Camp asked 
that the six negroes who are alleged to 
be held in a state of peonage by the 
defendant, be placed under a bond of 
$200 each for their appearance as wit- 
nesses at the session of the court next 
April. 

This was objected to by Colonel J. J. 
Strickland, counsel for the defendant, 
who stated that to do this would be sim- 
ply to deprive the defendant of the ser- 
vices of the negroes as farm laborers 
and cause him to suffer loss as the time 
for securing labor for the present season 
is about past. He stated that Pittman 
would not in the least stand in the way 
of the negroes coming to court at the 
proper time. . 

This brought about a statement from 
the assistant district attorney that the 
treatment of the negroes by the defend- 
ant was such as to make him desire to 
get them from under his control. Sharp 
exception was taken to this statement 
by counsel for defendant and a spirited 
colloquy followed between the two law- 
yera, 

The court was of the opinion that the 
witnesses should be placed under bond 
and so ordered. They could not give the 
bond and were carried to Atlanta this 
afternoon where they will remain in jail 
until next April. 

Inhuman Treatment Charged. 

Special Detective Wright and Assistant 

District Attorney Camp both say that the 
case is one of the worst they have ever 
investigated and that from the testimony 
of the negroes they have been treated 
inhumanly, not being fed enough nor 
clothed sufficiently and they have also 
been beaten by the defendant at times, 
It is also cOntended by the prosecution 
that the négroes are chained at times 
when the defendant wants them to do 
work that they refuse to do. It was also 
stated by the government officers yes- 
terday that the defendant. had put dif- 
ferent clothes on the negroes from what 
they usually wear in- order that they 
might make a good appearance at court. 
This was vigorously denied by the de- 
fendant, who said that there was not 
a word of truth in the statement. 
» The six negroes involved in the case 
were present In the court room. They 
di@ not appear to be very well dressed, 
and when the government officiala asked 
that they show the character of their 
underclothes it appeared that they were 
rather ragged and dirty. They all ap- 
peared to be fat and healthy looking and 
gave appearance that they were anything 
else but starved. 

The facts of this case date back several 
years. The oldest son of Pomp Griffith 
had been fined tn Oglethorpe county for 
s0me crime and Pomp agreed if Mr. Pitt- 
man would pay the fine he would work 
for him and have his children work for 
him until the fine was paid. Accordingly 
a written instrument was drawn up and

Lula Prince Kennedy Kramer, on trial 
a second time for the murder in Janu- 
ary, 190!, of her first husband, Philip 
H. Kennedy, was found not guilty by 4 
jury here today. At her first trial she 
was convicted and sentenced to ten years 
in the penttentiary. 

The case was reversed, and during her 
release on bond last February, she mar- 
ried John Kramer, an attorney. d 
Kennedy killed Kennedy, who was local 
agent for the Merchant's Dispatch Trans- 
portation Company, a month after they 
had been married. He had refused to 
live with her, bringing suit to have the 
marriage annulled, on ‘tthe ground that 
he had been forced into It.

his experience. The defendant states on 
the contrary that he will be able to 
prove by numbers of the best and most 
highly respected citizens of Madison 
county that there is no truth in the 
charges against him, and that his treat- 
ment of the. negroes is all right.

New Orleans, January 20.—The long 
expected reaction in the cotton market 
occurred today and country longs went 
wild in their efforts to Nquidate. The of- 
ferings swamped the market for a while 
a@nd prices went down from 45 to 86 
points. The prominent bulis were heavy 
buyers at the decline and even at the 
lowest buying offers of a few hundred 
bales would send the market up !0 
points, The alarm w@s sounded yester- 
day when the brokers commenced to ask 
$10 a bale margin. 

It is generally conceded that the false 
reports concerning the situation in the 
Far East, spread about last night, were 
responsible for the liquidation by the 
weak long interest. All futures remained 
bullish. The movement was light and the 
weekly (in sight) figures were smaller 
than were expected by the most enthu- 
siastic bulls. At one time the May op- 
tions were 80 points under the highest 
level of the morning, but a quick re- 
covery brought them up until they were 
only 4! points below the highest level, 
and only 2! points lower than the close 
of yesterday. The leading bulls said the 
drastic liquidation had left the mar- 
ket in a healthier condition than ever 
and more open to further advances than 
for several days past. 

Weak Long Interests Closed Out. 

New York, January 29.—Opening prices 
in the cotton market today were higher 
than last night's close with May and 
July above the best point of yesterday. 
Trading was active and excited. The in- 
itial advance was on better cables than 
had been looked for and reports that cot- 
ton was selling all through the interior 
last night at §5 3-4 cents for middling. 
It became evident, however, soon after 
the opening that enormous profit taking 
was going On and prices were depressed 
severa] points from the best after which 
they were rallied by the firmness in New 
Orleans and aggressive bull support, 

The rally did not hold and shortly after 
noon there was a rapid break of from 
55 to 65 points. 

The break was supposed to be due to 
selling by two large commission houses 
with out-of-town connections, which held 
long cotton for southern and western in- 
terests. It is said the sales were made 
because of fallure of correspondents to 
forward necessary margins. The decline 


attracted a fresh demand from scattered | 


sources and with the weaker long in- 
terest shaken out the market rallied sev- 
era] points, The close was sensational. 
Just at the last moment a local specula- 
tor went into the ring and bid for all 
the July cotton in sight, running that 
month up to 16.18 or within 7 points of 
last night's price, while the other old 
crop positions were net 13 to 16 points 
lower and the new crop months from 10 
to 38 points below last night's final fig- 
ures.

On the upper stories 
of the Cosmopolitan a number of wom- 
en, hysterical amd blinded by smoke, 
made efforts to.spring from the windows, 
Cooler heads, however, prevented this, 
and the women were carried down the 
fire escapes. 

Miss Herma Verba was So severely 
burned that it is believed she cannot live. 
Chemicals she was mixing on the sixth 
floor exploded and caused the fire. The 
woman, In a dying condition, was car- 
ried down a fire escape by C. W. Ran- 
dolph, secretary and treasurer of the 
Cosmopolitan Light Company. Several 
other person were burned, but not S8e- 
riously. 

Edward Stokes, who assisted in thé 
rescue of Miss Verba, was probably fa- 
tally burned and was taken to the coun- 
ty hospital. Of the thirty-five people on 
the floor where the fire started, twenty- 
five were girls an@#women. 

The panic started with the explosion of 
chemicals and the excitement was in- 
creased whem Miss Verba ran from the 
room with her clgthing in flames. Drop- 
ping everything, the girls made a rush 
for the nearest door, As they neared the 
center of the room the foremost of them 
fell and the next moment nearly all of 
them lay in a heap on the floor scream- 
ing. In vain did E, Billow, president of 
the Cosmopolitan Light Company, en- 
deavor to reassure them and he was 
forced to drag half their number to the 
front stairway which had not yet been 
reached by the fire. 

Meanwhile Mr. Randolph with Miss 
Verba in his arms had begun. to descend 
the fire escape amidst. the cheers of thou- 
sands of people who stood in the streets 
below. At the fifth floor, almost obscured 
by smoke, Randolph gave his uncon- 
scious burden to Edward Stokes, who 
carried the girl to the street. This duty 
done Stokes succumbed to his own in- 
juries and was taken to the hospital. 

While this rescue was being performed 
the safety of the other girls was at- 
tended to. The total loss was estimated 
at $75,000.

POWER PLANT FOR GRIFFIN 


By Next Fall Industries in Spalding 
City Will Be Run by Electric 
Power from Plant at 
High Falls. 


Griffin, Ga., January 29.—(Special.)—The 
Towalaga Electric Power Company are 
pushing the work upon their immense 
plant at High Falls and expect to have 
the power in Griffin by next fall. The 
direct wires from this plant will be 13 
miles in length and they will carry 3,000 
horsepower to the manufactureis of Grif- 
fin and vicinity.

Secretary Root will be with him to turn 
over the conduct of business to hig care 
and Lieutenant General Chaffee wil] in- 
troduce to the new secretary the various 
military officers connected with the gen- 
eral staff and military chiefs of the 
bureaus while Chief Clerk Scofield will 
perform a like service for the civilian 
bureau officials. 

President Roosevelt, Secretary Root 
and Governor Taft were the principal fig- 
ures at today’s meeting of the cabi- 
net. The meeting after the transaction 
of the usual departmental] business de- 
veloped into q farewell for Secretary 
Root and a reception for Governor Taft. 
The former formally presented ex-Gov- 
ernor Taft to his colleagues ag his suc- 
cessor expressing at the same time his 
personal regret at the severance of of- 
ficial relationg which he so long had sus- 
tained to the president and members of 
the cabinet. 

President Roosevelt spoke with deep 
feeling of the retirement of Secretary 
Root. He wished it understood that 
while, in the circumstances, he could 
make no public expression of his feel- 
ings without the appearance of trenching 
upon propriety, he was sincerely indebted 
to Secretary Root for the great work he 
had accomplished. No one, not even a 
member of the cabinet, could realize the 
labor, self-sacrifice, generosity and Ais- 
interestedness which had characterized 
Secretary Root’s entire career as a cab- 
inet member; how much his devotfon to 
his great task had meant to the adminis- 
tration and the country. Especially had

‘He feels that there 
must be a more comprehensive plan, and 
he felt sure that when a _ systematic 
proposition was agreed upon by the good 
roads associations of the country, there 
would be no difficulty In securing gov- 
ernment ald. He approves of state ap- 
propriations, with a state engineer to 
help the county supervisors. By the ee 
ald plan, with government help, Trom 
20 to 50 per cent, with a state engineer 
and state highway commission to work 
with the county supervisors, he thovght 
the problem would be solved. He also 
believes in using convicts in road build- 
ing. He says that of the 84,000 convicts 
in prisons in the United States, at least 
40,000 of them are able to do labor on 
roads.

Chaffee Wants $2,000,000 To Buy 
Four Tracts.

RIOTS ARE FEARED BY RUSSIA 


Special Plenary Powers Given Gov- 
ernor of Tver Province. 

St. Petersburg, January 29.—The czar 
has granted Minister of the Interior Von 
Plehwe and the governor of the province 
of Tver special plenary powers over the 
local officials in consequence of the lat- 
ter’s subversive tendencies. The govern- 
ment has been aware for some time that 
the administration of Tver was showing, 
in various ways, sympathy with the orp- 
ponents of the existing order of things.

Another Race Colonization Scheme. 

That a serious movement is afoot 
to colonize American negroes in Santo 
Domingo-Haiti is evident from a re 
cent interview given The Detroit Free 
Press by Bishop C. 8S. Smith, of the 
African Methodist church, who has 


‘Just returned from the island. 


The negro churchman is enthusias- 
tic in his description of. Haiti and the 
Haitian people @nd propose to “agi- 
tate the emigration of colored people 
from the south to Haiti.” He declares 
that “Haiti, and not Africa, is the 
place for colored Americans.” Contin- 
uing on this line, Bishop Smith says: 

Twenty thousand agriculturists of the 
latter clgss could be settled there at once. 
American capitali could not do bet- 
ter than to invest in Haiti in the cul-’ 
tivation of coffee, cotton, rice, sugar, 
ete., with the aid of colored agriculturisis 
from the south. i 


it would be interesting to watch the 
result of a colonization ‘experiment 
such as is proposed, and there are rea- 
sons why this wondrousl> fertile 
island, so near our own shores, should 
be preferred in selecting the most 
promising field of “Afro-American” 
colonization. The inhabitants are ne- 
groes, with undisputed sway in the 
matter of local self-government, land 
tenure and social domination. The 
white man is a pariah there and the 
most intolerant negro “know-nothing-: 
ism” prevails. This negro bishop in- 
forms us that the natives will wel- 
come their bretl®en of color from the 
states, and particularly their capital. 
He places the population at not ex- 


| ceeding 1,000,000 and says the coun- 


try is capable of sustaining ten times 
that -number without crowding. The 
island is said to have a greater vari- 
ety of temperature and soil than Cuba 
and to possess a most salubrious cli- 
mate for the black man. Coffee is the 
leading field staple, and tobacco and 
rice are quite extensively cultivated. 
Cotton grows wild and the land is 
well adapted to the culture of the 
long staple variety. The minéral and 
forest wealth of the country, as yet 
practically untouched by development, 
is exceedingly great. The island has 
excellent harbors and natural trade 
advantages. 

We would advise no negro who is 
doing well in the south to join Bishop 
Smith’s colony, for we do not believe 
he could possibly better his condition 
out of the southern states, but there 
are reasons why a certain element of 
“Afro-Americans” should be encour: 
aged to emigrate, and preferably to 
Santo Domingo-Haiti. The negro mal- 
content who yearns fora _ political 
sphere of influence and is willing to 
die for the exercise of his “civil 
rights” would be right’ in his element 
on this island. — If he went to Santo 
Domingo at the present time he could 
make choice of no less than four rev- 
olutionary causes to bleed for, with a 
chance to become military dictator or 
secretary of the treasury. He would 
find more politics to the square acre 
than plowing, and the latter is what 
he is trying to avoid. The mule is a 
rara avis in that interesting insular 
region. ~ If he survived the frequent 
shock of arms and temporary peace 
palled on him, he could start a little 
insurrection of his own at the drop of 
his hat. 

But, more seriously, it would be in- 
teresting to watch the influences of 
an American civilized negro upon the 
Haitian civilized variety, or vice 
versa. These islanders would be more 
amenable to genuine “Afro-American” 
culture, certainly, than the cannibal 
blacks of interior Africa, and if .our 
discontented colored citizens are look- 
ing for a congenial habitat, they could 
not do better, perhaps, than try their 
unhampered powers of racial evolu- 
tion in this West Indian negro Utopia. 
The test, thus made, would be conclu- 
sive. If the American emigrants 
could raise the natives of the island 
from bloody chaos, governmentally, 
and densest voodoo superstition, reli- 
giously, to the plane of “Afro-Ameri- 
can” good. citizenship and Christian- 
ity, they would vindicate their claims 
to high possibilities of civil and moral 
development. If they lapsed into the 
ways of the islanders, they would dem- 
onstrate that contact with the white 
race is al] that saves them from retro- 
gression in the civilized race of life 
and even a relapse to their ancestral 
state. 

For these reasons Bishop Smith’s 
scheme, carried into successful exe- 
cution, would be watched with much 
interest by both those who believe in 
the negro’s capabilities and those who 
think they are being artificially devel- 
oped in the United States. If any col- 
onization scheme is practicable, this 
one promises the largest measure of 
success. 

The Export Records. 

The remarkable growth of the com- 
merce of the Unitéd States in foreign 
fields is a matter of national congratu- 
lation. With nations as with individu- 
als it is important that the business 
showing should be on the right side of 
the ledger to insure prosperity, and no 
testimonial to national growth could 
be nearly as eloquent as the official 
figures which show that at the close 
of 1903 the United States again stands 
at the head of the list of exporting 
nations, so far as relates to the expor- 
tation of domestic products. 

Compared with the United Kingdom, 
Germany and France, the records show 
that in 1875 the United States Sood 
at the bottom of the list. Im the fol- 
lowing decade this country passed 
France, and by 1895 had passed Ger- 
many. We were second to the United 
Kingdom up to 1898 when for the first 
time we were in the lead, but the next 
year the United States fell slightly be- 
hind, to regain the lead during the 
two following years. In 1902, however,

Clean Money. 

It is not often that a proposition in- 
volving the currency of the country 
can be expected to meet with the ap 
proval of both parties in congress, but 
a bil] recently introduced in the house 
by Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, should 
have unanimous support. 

This proposes to require all national 

banks and all other banks-that are na- 
tional depositories to send to the na- 
tiona] treasury for exchange all bills 
that are dirty or mutilated, the cost of 
transportation to be borne by the gov- 
ernment. 
, Under the law as it stands the ex: 
change of new notes for dirty or muti- 
lated bills is: provided for, but the 
cost of transportation must be borne 
This is so high as to 
be practically prohibitory. The result 
is painfully apparent in the southern 
and western states, indeed, every- 
where except in subtreasry cities. 
Most of the currency in circulation 
throtighout the south is not only dis- 
gracefully dirty, but in a condition 
calculated to transmit -1 not breed dis- 
ease. The banks would, of course, 
prefer, to furnish their customers 
with clean money, but so long ag they 
are compelled to bear the cost of 
transportation, this is practically im- 
possible. d 

In supporting his measure, Mr. 
Gaines contends that as it is ‘a func- 
tion of the government to control the 
currency, it is also the duty of the 
government to see that the currency 
in circulation is kept clean. The gov- 
ernment is able to secure a special 
rate for tne transmission of money, a 
rate lower than js granted the banks, 
and the cost involved in the proposed 
change would be smal] in comparison 
to the benefits that would follow. 
Much of the currency now in use in 
the southern states must have been 
doing duty for years. That it As not 
only unpleasant to handle, but a men- 
‘ace to health there can be no ques- 
tion. Many instances of the transmis. 
Sion of disease can be shown. It 
seems to us that the Gaines bill points 
the best way to relief from the un- 
pleasantness and danger.

Philippines Trade. 

The latest official figures upon the 
trade of the Philippine islands show a 
gratifyingly steady increase, though, 
of course, the volume of trade is still 
comparatively small. .The export and 
import trade of the islands for the 
eight months ending August last 
amounted to $43,133,894, ,as compared 
with $37,202,796 for the corresponding 
period of 1902, an increase of nearly 
six millions of dollars, or about six- 
teen per cent. The fact that over 
four-fifths of this increase is in ex- 
ports from the islands speaks well for 
the better conditions of the export 
crops of hemp and copra. 

These figures do not 
Shipments of coin and government 
supplies. The purchase of rice in 
large quantities continues, importa- 
tion for the month of August being 
greater than the value entered under 
all other classes of supplies combined. 
Most of this comes from French East 
Indies. The importation of meats and 
meat products from the United States 
shows something of a decrease, how- 
ever, which is attributed to the great- 
er importation of rice, the staple arti- 
cle of diet there as elsewhere through- 
out the Orient. 

Exports of hemp show an advance 
of approximately $3,000,000 over the 
figures of the previous year, in the 
eight months of 1903 reaching a total 
of thirteen and a half million dollars, 
‘more than half of this being shipped 
to the United States. 

The value of silver coin, for the 
most part Mexican dollars, leaving the 
islands has become unusually large, 
owing to the new currency being put 
into general use. Including the month 
of August it amounted to nearly six 
millions, as compared to two millions 
in the year previous, and five thou- 
gand dollars in 1901.

Sentiment for New York Editor 
Reviewed by The Eagle 


Staff Correspondent of The Brooklyn 
Eagle Sounds Views of Georgia 
Democrats—Believes Hearst 
Has Strong Following 
in This State.

The Hearst boom in Georgia is the 
subject of a lengthy and interesting ar- 
ticle contributed by N. O. Fanning, staff 
correspondent of The Brooklyn Eagle, to 
that paper and published simultaneously 
thie morning in The Constitution. He 
reviews the sentiment for Hearst in this 
State and the effect of outside influences 
upon his standing in the minds of Georgia 
democrats in the appended communica- 
tion. 


(From a Staff Correspondent of The 
© Eagle.) 

Atlanta, Ga., January 29.—There is a 
Hearst boom of importance in Georgia. 
It receives much of its vitality from 
thosq conditions in New York which 
keep the leader of Tammany Hall, 
Charles F. Murphy, silent on his pref- 
erence ‘between ex-President Cleveland, 
Chief Justice Parker, Colonel McClellan 
and Editor Hearst. ‘ : 

A factor not to be overlooked, however, 

if justice is done to all phases of the 
democratic situation, is the established 
status of Mr. Hearst as a candidate with 
those Georgia democrats who favor a vig- 
orous policy of restriction of the trusts, 
but who oppose the reaffirmation of the 
Kansas City platform. . To democrats of 
that class, who are numerous in this 
State, Mr. Hearst appears in the light 
of a vigorous and capable leader. He 
recently visited Atlanta, and met many 
influential democrats of the state. They 
were all pleased with this personality, and 
the views which he expressed in relation 
to the policy of expansion, the isthmian 
canal, and tha necessity for democratic 
regularity in the approaching pfresidential] 
contegys. The Georgia demOcrats who now 
favor his nomination do So because they 
believe he has an advanced democratic 
policy of his own, distinguished from the 
radicalism of William J. Bryan, and that 
this policy offers the means of com- 
promise essential to demOcratic success. 
* Mr. Hearst is not a silver democrat. 
What strength he has here is not bor- 
rowed from Bryan or  Bryanism, nor 
founded on the idiosyncracies of the Kan- 
sas City platform, nor dependent on any 
of the extinct policies of the democracy. 
His friends here say that _he is the prin- 
cipal democratic antagonist of the trusts, 
which they denominate criminal, 

This view of the matter is taken, it !s 
understood, by Governor Terrell and 
Representative Griggs, chairman of the 
democratic national committee, and John 
Temple Graves, editor of The Atlanta 
News. These men may not support Mr. 
Hearst’s candidaey—it is here believed 
that Mr. Terrell and Mr. Griggs will not— 
but they defend his democracy. In the 
Hearst contingent here no specific claims 
of strength are made and no assurances 
are forthcoming that he can carry the 
state delegation, but there ts much talk 
of a following in the rahk and file. "The 
absence of definitive leadership for the 
Hearst forces is recOgnized as a weak- 
ness, in view of the intention of the 
conservative democrats to acquire control 
of the delegation. . 

Hope for New York’s Support. 

Hearst democrats in Atlanta believe 
that the frictions in the state politics 
of New York, in which Mfr. Hearst has 
no part, wil] dévelop a situation fawora- 
ble to his candidacy. The fact that ex- 
Senator Hill will not control the New 
York delegation is construed as a favora- 
ble omen to Mr. Hearst, whose ambi- 
tions the Albany statesman has several 
times frustrated. The Georgia Hearst 
politicians look upon Mr. Hearst's rela- 
tions to Tammany, as a representative of 
New York city in congress, as an as- 
Surance that Leader Murphy wil] not, 
at least, oppose his nomination if he de- 
velops in e west sufficient strength to 
défeat Mr. Cleveland, Judge Parker or 
Colonel McClellan. It is this contingency, 
which is not considered remof~ by Mr. 
Hearst’s Georgia friends, that opens the 
way for all the Hearst speculation which 
is indulged in in this part of the south. 
The New York democracy, as it is rep- 
resented by Mr. Murphy and Senator 
McCarren, is fully understood to be com- 
mitted to a policy which will exclude 
Mr. Hearst as a first choice, but if that 
policy is not successful in the convention, 
the Hearst men are not without hope 
that their candidate wil] receive New 
York’s support. 

Atlanta, as the principal southern point 
of the Hearst operations, is in touch with 
the state movements for Mr. Hearst in 
Florida, Kansas, California and other 
states. From Hearst sources of informa- 
tion it is learned that he expects to con- 
trol several important delegations and 
sOme minor ones, ang that he is likely to 
receive the presidential nomination of a 
new labor party now forming in the 
west. Thig news, ‘coming in ptecemeal, 
has served to keep the Hearst talk go- 
ing with a substantial enthusiasm which 
is not entirely pleasing to the conserva- 
tive democrats who contigue to class Mr. 
Hearst with Mr. Bryan, as a candidate 
who will be unsatisfactory to the east. 

A Leader Wanted. 

Mr. Hearst’s candidacy for the nomina- 
tion will be opposed in Georgia by all the 
active democrats in the Cleveland, Par- 
ker and Gorman rings -of the party. It 
is obvious That unless an experienced 
ieader of political standing in the state 
is found for the anti-trust democracy 
the Hearst campaign can make no head- 
way here. Some of the substantial demo- 
cruts of the conservative school do not 
believe that headway could be made with 
it under the best leadership, bu? that 
view is not taken by the others who have 
measured the strength of the anti-trust 
element in the Georgia democracy, and 
who believe that Mr. Hearst has actually 
attracted its allegiance. 

Mr. Bryan depresged the spirits of 
Hearst men exceedingly when he said 
the other day that the Kansas City plat- 
form was still good enough democracy to 
be reaffirmed. What remmant of Bryan- 
ism remained in Georgia when that decla- 
ration was made fell into the chasm 
which the new aspirations of democracy 
had prepared for it. Just so far as Mr. 
Hearst's candidacy has been, associated 
with Bryanism in Georgia this utterance 
injured him. 

It will not be easy, Mr. Hearst’s friends 
say, to show that his candidagy is not 
dependent on thé element which made 
Bryaajsm strong in 1896, and brought 
about the platform utterances which the 
Georgia democracy now holds dis- 
favor, for it is conceded that if Mr. 


er? would repudiate the Bryan plat- 
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forms, his claim on the pro-Bryan wast- 
ern states would instantly waaken. Thus 
far in the Hearst campaign in Georgia 
the Bryan issues have deen kept in the 
background. 

Partisans of the New York editor have 
laid stress on hig battles for the laborer 
and the consumer, against ‘trusts, his 
quasi-expansion ideas, hig advocacy of 
the canal and his abilities as a business 
man. They have geught to Mentify him 
with conservati$m in financial affairs, ex- 
cept as those affairs have been compli- 
cated by the trusts to the detriment of 
the public and to separate his political 
interests from western sectionalism, of 
which free silver was the manifestation. 
By these processes they have hoped to 
escape injury from the decline of Bryan- 
ism in the east, while profiting by ite 
strength in the west, Mr. Bryan, it ap- 
pears, Tiffends to insist on reaffirmation 
to the end, regardless of the effect which 
his insistence may bave on the Hearst 
campaign for the nomination. This is not 
the least of the discouragements which 
the Hearst boom has encountered in thia 
stronghold of the southern democracy. 

A Powerful Adversary. 

John Temple Graves expressed the opin- 
ion of the Georgia Hearst men in @ 
Washington interview, republished ty 
his own paper, in which he said: 

“Though probably not the easiest man 
to nominate, in my opinion, the easiest 
man to elect is Wiliam R. Hearst, 

“The reasong for this étatement are 
mumerous and weighty Ip the 
place, Mr. Hearst is one of the few 
democratic editors in the country. He 
has been consist@nt in his devotion to the 
principles and ideals of the party and he 
has advocated them with fidelity under 
all circumstances. There is no other man 
in the United States to whom democracy 
is under such obligation®&. I want to see 
him mominated because I believe he can 
win. With Hearst as the candidate the 
cities of New York and Chicago will be 
carried by such overpowering majorities 
that It will be impossible for the repubil- 
cans to get the electoral votes of New 
York and Iillinols. There is no other 
American whose name would create such 
tremendous enthusiasm among the la- 
boring people. 

“My opinion {fs that the Georgia dele- 
gation to the democratic convention will 
support Mr. Hearst, and it would not be 
surprising if the Florida delegates did 
likewise. There is & growing sentiment in 
his favor all over the south. At first his 
candidacy was a eubject of ridicule to 
many, but it hag long since sed that 
stag@, ‘and long before the ‘date of the 
convention I expect to gee him the lead- 
ing candidate.”’ N, O. FB.

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MANY STREETS 
WILL BE PAVED 


Important Meeting Held by 
Council Committee Yester- 
day Afternoon. 


A considerable portion of the street 
work of the year was passed up by the 
council's committee en streets, of which 
Alderman Terry is chairman, during the 
session of yesterday afternoon. 

The chert fund of the city, which jis 
the free paving fund, this year consists 
of $14,000 and the streets ordinary fund, 
which is the money used for repairing 
the streets, consists of $2,300. Councll- 
man Holland, of the third ward, intro- 
duced a resolution providing for the dis- 
tribution of this money according to the 

umber of acres in each ward, but other 
members favored the old plan of dividing 
the money into seven parts. The old 
custom, therefore, prevails this year. 

Residents of the sixth ward attended 
the meeting for the purpose of request- 
ing the committee to continue the work 
of filling Ponce de Leon avenue. Coun- 
cilman, Péters spoke in favor of the im- 
provement. The street committee voted 
in favor of making the fill at a cost of 
$600. Joseph A. McCord, E. H. Thorn- 
ton, E. C. Peters, Ed. Durant and others 
spoke in favor of cherting the avenue 
from Fort street to Jackson street. The 
committee voted in favor of the im- 
provement. 

President Preston §&. Arkwright, of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
asked‘ for a correction of the assessment 
against the street raikway companv he- 
cause of the repaving of Peachtr« ‘eat 
with asphalt between Ellis stre and 
the Whitehall street viaduct. Morris 
Brandon,. one of the attorneys for ths 
company, spoke upon the same question. 
They objected to the price allowed the 
company for the old belgian blocks and 
they also objected to paying for their 
portion of the new paving from the mid- 
dle of Peachtree street to the end of the 
asphalt on intersecting streets. Definite 
action was postponed until the next 
regular session of the committee,

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EVERAL mentbers of the legisla- 
ture are now candidates for solicitor 
generalships and judgships in their 
respective circuits, and one of the points 
that is being urged against them by op- 
ponents is that they are ineligible, be- 
cause they are members ofthe legisla- 
ture. Of course there is nothing to pre- 
vent their election by the people to the’ 
offices to which they aspire, and the 
circulation of the report that, as mem- 
bers of the, legislature they are not 
eligible, is causing some of them no 
little worry. 

Those who are familiar with the con- 
stitution and the law on the subject are 
aware that there is nothing in this point, 
but there are many voters who do not 
take the time or trouble to investigate, 
and who are liable to\gather an erron- 
eous impression which may not be cor- 
rected. 

Hon, G, Y. Tigner, of Columbus, repre- 
Sentative from Muscogee county, is @ 
candidate for judge of the Chattahoochee 
circuit, and Hon. N. A. Morris, of Cobb, 
speaker of the house, is a candidate for 
the Blue Ridge judgship. hon. W. A. 
Ennis, of Floyd, aspires to be solicitor 
genera] of the Rome circuit. Hon. T. J. 
Shackelford, of Clarke, is one of the 
candidates for solicitor general of the 
western circuit and Hon. J. R. Phil- 
lips, of Jefferson, is a 
for solicitor general of the middle cir- 
cuit. These five members of the house 
of representatives are candidates for the 
offices named. 

The constitution does prohibit the gov- 
ernor from appointing or the legislature 
itself from electing any member of the 
general assembly to any office or position 
of emoOlument during the term for which 
he was elected, but it puts no prohibi- 
tion whatever upon such election by the 
people, 

The only law on tthe subject is found in 
paragraph 7, section 4, article 3 of the 
constitution, last half of the paragraph, 
which says: 

“Nor shall any senator or representa- 
tive, after his qualification as such, be 
elected by the general assembly or ap- 
pointed by the governor, either with or 
without the advice and consent of the 
senate, to any office or appointment hav- 
ing any emolument annexed thereto, dur- 
ing the time for which he ghall have 
been elected."’ 

The matter was brought up for dis- 
cussion at the capitol yesterday, and it 
Was generally agreed that there was no 
law in the constitution or elsewhere 
which interferes in any wise with the 
election by the people of a member of 
the legislature to any office. 


Politics in Clarke. 
Hon. T. J. Shackelford, of Clarke coun- 
ty, was in the city yesterday and spent 
some time with friends at the capitol. Mr. 


Shackelford ig in the race for solicitor- 


genera! of the western circuit, to succeed 
Solicitor General C. H. Brand, who ex- 
pects to be a candidate for judge against 
Judge R. B. Russell, who is at present 
on the bench, 

Mr. Shackelford has two opponents in 
this race, and the contest is being hotlv 
fought. They are Sam J. Tribble, of 
Athens, and Colonel George M, Napier, 
of Monroe, Walton county. All of them 
are making energetic canvasses of the 
counties in their circuit, and each ex- 
presses strong hopes of success. 

With Mr. Shackelford in the race for 
solicitor general, the question naturally 
arises as to who will succeed him in the 
house. Clarke county have always occu- 
pied a prominent position in the house 
of representatives. It is one of the fore- 
most counties in Norfh Georgia, arid the 
location there of the state university 
gives it added importance. While there 
‘are no active candidates for the house, 
there are two prominent Athenians who 
are being talked of in connection with 
the race, and a contest between them 
would bé a pretty one. They are Hon. 
Jeptha Rucker and Hon. A. H. Hodgson. 
Both are prominently identified with the 
business interests of Clarke county, and 
that section of the state, and either 
would make a valuable representative, 
not only to his constituency, but to the 
entire state. P 

It is Clarke county’s time, also, to 
choose the senator from that district 
So far the only name that has been men- 
tioned in this connection is that of Judge 
John R. White, president of a cotton mill, 
and a prominent fiancier. Judge White's 
friends say the indications are that he 
will be sent to the next senate without 
opposition. P 

Georgia’s Pensioners. 

Comptroller General William A. Wright 
addressed a letter to Robert L. O’Brien, 
of Washington, D. C., who proposes to 
write a magazine article on the subject, 
giving considerable interesting tmforma- 
tion relating to Georgia’s pension rolls, 
and showing how much the state hgs 
paid out in pensions since the close of 
the civil war. 

The following figures are given in the 
lettet relative to the state’s pension pay- 
ments:

Continuing the comptroller general 
Bays: 

There are now enrolled in Georgia near- 
ly 15,000 pensioners. They are paid on an 
average of $60 per annum, .n advance, 
for indigent soldiers and widows. The 
disabled are paid according to the char- 
acter of the disability from $5 for loss 
of one finger or toe, to $150 per annum 
for loss of two limbs or total blindness. 
This list of disabled pensioners has been 
paid @nnually since !887, and the pay- 
ments Average about $50 per annum. 

“The lists of indigent pensioners who 
do not have to show any disabilfty re- 
Sulting from the service, but diseases 
and old age, and who are very poor and 
dependent are increasing, The lists of 
widows, who are pensioned for loss of 
husbands by reason of the service, and 
also the lists of disabled soldiers are

McNeill was not Hable if he sought to 
secure laborers only for his own use. 
Phis, question has been determined already 
by the supreme court in the case of 
Theus vy. the State, 114 Ga., p 63. Only 
those who make a business of sending la- 
borers out of the state to others are liable 
for the tax on emigrant agents, 


Adjutant General 8. W. Harris ha8 ad- 
dressed a letter to General H. C. Cor- 
bin, gommanding the division of the At- 
lantic, U. 8. A., asking for informa- 
tion relative to the appointment fram the 
regular army of an inspecting officer who 
will inspect the Georgia troops. Colonel 
William G. Obear, inspector general of 
state troops, is planning to begin his 
annual inspection tour on February 8, and 
is anxious that the officer who is to ac- 
company him shall be designated by that 
time. Colonel Obear has not yet an- 
nounced his itinerary. 


Secretary Goodloe Yancey, of the prison 
commission, is busy preparing a list of 
all the convicts in the state: penitentiary 
whose terms are five years or less, as 
these are to be apportioned among the 
counties which have applied for felony 
convicts for road work. At the time of 
the last report there were 751 of these 
short term convicts in the penitentiary. 
That number, however, will not be re- 
quired to supply the demands of the va- 
rious counties which will use- convidts 
instead of their pro rata of the school 
fund from that sourte. A few over 600 
will be ample for this purpose, it is said, 
Jackson county, in addition to one or two 
others, has recently withdrawn its appli- 
cation for convicts. 


The case of the Louisville and Nash 
ville railroad against the comptroller gen- 
eral, in which it is sought to enjoin the 
state from the collection of a franchise 
tax on the Georgia railroad which ts 
leased by the Louisville and Nashville, 
will] not be argued in the United States 
court before Judge Newman today, as 
was expected. The case has been post- 
poned until some time in February in the 
hope of shortening it. Attorney Genera) 
John C. Hart, for the state, and Major 
J. B. Cumming, for the railroad, are 
trying to arrive at an agreed statement 
of facts so as to submit the question en- 
tirely on the law involved. The only fact 
which they have not been able to agree 
upon is that while personal property in 
Georgia is returned at about 60 per cent 
of its value or less, railroad property is 
returned at its full value. Judge Hart 
declines to assent to this, and it may 
become the subject of argument. 
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The North German Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, with offices at No. 2 Liberty street, 
New York city, has written to Comptroller 
General -W. A. Wright for application 
blanks upon which to make appilcation 
for permission to do business in Georgia.

The Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy have also taken 
nan hand in the movement and we expect 
much aid from these noble women who 
have always been to the forefront in 
every patriotic endeavor.” 


From a Northerner. 

Editor Constitution: As a sincere ad- 
mirer of the late General Gordon, may I, 
though of the north, yet offer as an 
American my small tribute to his mem- 
ory. 

Some years ago, at an age when lIast- 
ing impressions are so easily made, it 
was my good foftune eto hear in Brook- 
lyn, my native city, General Gordon’s 
great lecture on the ‘‘Last Days of the 
Cofifederacy.”” I went somewhat preju- 
diced against the soath, but came away 
with the germ of a thought which has 
since grown upon me that if the south 
can produce men like these we of the 
morth may, with our teeming foreign 
millions, yet look southwar¥ for suc- 
cor in the task of preserving national 
liberty and unity. General Gordon there 
gave me the first insight to the real 
significance of being an Arf®erican, not 
merely @ northerner, nor a southerner, 
nor a westerner, but first of all an 
American, which if a man be with his 
whole heart it matters little what state 
he claims for his own, General Gordon 
did a noble work in reconciling and re- 
uniting the sections, the most glorious 
task that an American of his generation 
could have found to do. Whoever today 
tends to undo this, to embitter north 
against south, east against west, race 
against race or class against class is a 
traitor and doing a traftor’s work. Thank 
God that today “we know no enemy's 
country in this fair land of ours” and 
pray to God that it may ever be so.

She takes much fewer precautions 
about herself than other great prima 
donnas I have known; she goes out in 
the coldest weather, does not wrap up 
tore than an ordinary woman does, and 
never treats herself as a hot house plant. 
The result is that she is practically 
never sick, never disappoints an audience 
and is never subject to those sudden in- 
dispositions that makes opera so great 
an uncertainty. She is simply an ad- 
mirable woman in every respect, 

“One critic in New York made a partic- 
ularly savage attack upon her, the reason 
being that she had refused to receive 
him in her rooms just two hours before 
giving a concert. He was much affront- 
ed by the refusal. Could anything be 
more silly? As far as-ehe can, Mme. 
Patti sees people, but she cannot devote 
her days to it, nor her nights. You can 
see her readily enough. Anyway, set in- 
terviews put her nerves on edge. She has 
never. been a great conevrsationalist: she 
lives in a certain set way that does not 
permit of any great conversational range, 
and so she rather prefers not to be in- 
terviewed.

On the charge of violating a city gam- 
bling law, Charles E. Graham, former 
manager of the Piedmont turf exchange; 
lL. M. Prouty, p*oprietor of the Big Bo- 
nanza saloon on Decatur street, near the 
corner of Peachtree; E. Adair, a young 
white may, and James Porterfield, a 
negro employee of the Big Bonanza, were 
arrested yesterday afternoon by City De- 
tectives Walton, Campbell and Ivey, 

The men are charged with violating the 
ordinance that prohibits the maintaining 
of a place for the making of bets over 
the telephone on horse races or any other 
kind of races. It is claimed that bets 
on horse racing have been made in the 
Big Bonanza and that the saloon tele- 
Phone has been used in connection with 
the betting to establish cOmmunication 
between the saloon and the turf ex- 
changes located near the city. 

Graham, who has been conducting a 
turf exchange in Cobb county, just 
across the Chattahoochee river, since the 
courts stopped the operation of the Pied- 
mont turf exchange, was required to put 
up @ cash collateral Of $101.75 in order 
to secure his release, Prouty was given 
a copy of charges and Porterfield was 
released on $25.75 collateral. Adair wag 
released on a collateral of $50.75. 

The arrests were made by directton of 
Chief of Police John W. Ball, who hegan 
working on the case Thursday moéorn- 
ing. At that time, he received informa- 
tion to the effect that bets were being 
made in the Big Bonanza, and he at once 
set about to secure the necessary evi- 
dence. 

The cases have been set for a hearing 
this morning before Recorder Nash 
Broyles. 

The Law in the Case. 

The law figuring in the case is amended 
section 1888, of the city code of i899, 
The amendment was proposed by Coun- 
cilman Kontz, and was adopted June !7, 
i901. 

The amended section is as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or oorporation, agent or employee 
thereof, to maintain or carry on any 
Office Or place of business or to have a 
Space or portion of the office, store or 
place of business of another, or to main- 
tain a place or point of meeting in or at 
which any person, or persons, is or are 
allowed to bet, or offer to bet, or place 
am order for a bet, or telegraph or tele- 
phone bets on horse races, boat races, 
bicycle races, or any kind or descrip- 
tion Of race, whether such race is to be 
run in the city of Atlanta or any place 
Outside of said city. 

“Be it further ordained, That the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall not apply 
to regular offices of telegraph companies, 
where the usual and legitimate business 
of such cOmpanies are conducted.”

‘IN STOCK MARKET 


Daring Course of Day Trading Came 
Ajmost te Standstill. 


IT IS A WAITING MARKET 


The Closing Was Dull and Easy 
with Prices Back to About 
the Low . Level — Bonds 
Dull and Inclined 
To React. 


New York, January 29.—Prices ‘of stocks 
had a wavering uncertain movement to- 
day that hardly deserved the name of 
fluctuations. uring the course of the 
day the markét came almost absolutely \ 
to a standstill. The undertone was 
heavy, however, and the slight advance 


,4t one time attained were indifferently 


held. Probably the conviction that some 
sort of a crisis was near at hand in the 
strained situation in the Far East helped 
tO paralyze speculative activity. Even 
the commodity markets reflected some 
disposition to await the definite outcome 


of the Russian reply to the Japaneac" 


proposals. News reports of the rush of 
food shipments across the continent to 
fill Russian army orders were of some 
significance ag to the effect of war on 
business here. In the money situation, 
also, it is pointed out that of the $2,148,- 
000 which the subtreasury has contrib- 
uted in New York banks this week, rhore 
than three-fourths ig on account of Jap- 
anese gold deposited in San Francisco. 
rhis gold is generally assumed to repre- 
sent payment for army provisions rather 
than a regular exchange operation. The 
usual preliminary estimates of the in- 
terior movement indicate a gain by New 
York of over $5,000,000 in spite of some 
Mmecrease in shipments from New York tu 
southern points during the week in con- 
nection with the cotton muvement. As to 
the gain from the subtreasury, it is like- 
ly to be wiped out by today’s credit 
balance of that institution at the clear- 
ing house of $2,042,112 due to the tak- 
ing up of a Central Pacific note ‘for 
about $800,000. The extreme ease of 
call money today did not Indicate any 
notable weakening of the condition bof 
the banks, although a considerable joan 
expansion is expected in  tomorrow’s 
statement. Unjted States Steel continued 
to be a drag upon the market, although 
the volume of its activity was much less 
today. Trade reviews continued to add 
to the weight of opinion against improv- 
ing prospects in the trade. There is 
even a tone of reprobation of the at» 
tempts which have been previously made 
to claim improvement with the-idea, ap- 
parently mistaken, that it would encour- 
age buyers to come into the market. The 
Union Pacific favorable net earnings for 
December offered a contrast pleasing to 
investors with the uniform tendency to- 
ward decrease for that month and which 
was exemplified in the returns for the 
Wabash, Lehigh Valley and Canadian Pa- 
cific made today. The average decrease 
in net earnings for December in roads 
reporting previous to today already runs 
as high as !2 per cent. The Union Pa- 
cific showing is attributed to a drastic re- 
duction in the extraordinary expendi- 
tures for improvements, which have long 
been in progress on that and its allied 
system, the Southern Pacific, It is re- 
called also that the Union Pacific in- 
terests are credited with the most de- 
termined resistance from filling urgent 
requirements.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


York, January 29.—Bradstreet's 


tomorrow will say: 

‘Weather conditions have been ‘unfav- 
orable throughout a wide area, and while 
in some instances helpful to retail trade, 
extreme cold or heavy snows have rather 
checked spring trade and retarded trans- 
portation. There is a rather quiet feel- 
ing tound also in several lines of specu- 
lation ard of industry. An exception to 
this is found in the south, which section, 
stimulated by almost undreamed of cotton 
prices, is preparing to plant an enormous 
}acreage. Spring trade, which Was open- 
ing up actively in the southwest, has been 
brought practically to a standstill for the 
time being by zero weather. 

“Rather lesg satisfactory reports come 
from the tron and steel trade. Southern 
iron {ts claimed to be unchanged, Dut 
northern iron is weaker, foundry grades 
not being in active demand. The rail- 
roads are still out of the market for 
rails. Structural material is quiet, and 
some makers are reported cutting billet 
prices. Tin plates have been marked 
down and the tendency of other products 
is toward ease. Some exceptions to the 
quieter feeling are apparent, especially in 
some lines of hardware. : 

‘The strain in the cotton goods branch 
of the textile market increases rather 
than diminishes with the steady upward 
flight of the raw material. Buyers of 
cotton goods have shown a disposition 
to» trade more freely and to pay higher 
prices, but at all markets sellers are 
slow to fill orders except ‘at value.’

Reports of the build- 
ing outlook have been prepared by the 
branch offices of R. G. Dun & Co. at the 
leading cities and gdicate that high cost 
of materials and labor have. curtailed 
operations, although the year 1903 show- 
good gain over 1902. Demand for 
is gradually improving, stocks 
yards are light as a result, and 
prices Promise a Jarge cut.

Transportation ?}.as_ suf- 
fered some interruption by storms, but 
railway earnings thus far reported for

“Optimistic reports ere not “Yiamerous 
regarding the iron and steel] industry. 
Anticipations of rapid recovery with the 
advent of a new year are not yet real- 
iged. That prices have declined a little 
ferther is perhaps the best that can be 
said of results during the past week. 
There are still many prospective pur- 
chasers who hold back contracts, feeling 
satisfied that there is no danger of ad- 
vancing prices. A few new contracts for 
bridges and buildings have taken struc- 
tura! steel and fairly encouraging reports 
are issued regarding new business tn wire 
and tube departments, but orders for 
steel ralle are lamentatly gmall.

“Fastern shoe manufacturers are re- 
ceelvying liberal fall orders from wholesale 
houses at the west and south. Leather 
markets are strong. Comparatively qulet 
conditions in hides have not depressed 
the tone.
